TO STALLINGS' CHAMPIONS

Mitchell and Evers, However

y Are Only Members of Braves'

Club Who Have Previously Been on Major League
Winner—Boston Leader Confident of Success.

Though Johnny Evars 1s the only meme
of the Beston Braves who has had
world's werlen experience, the matter of
winning pennants In by no means a nove
ety to Stallings’ mon. But the winning
anys of the present Hogton ¢lulb have
Been  confined Incmely, fact, nlmost
exclusively, to the minors, With the
exeeption of Evers, who wiae on Chance's
winning Cub machine tn 1906, 1867, 1008
and 100, there In only one man on the
new Natlonal Leugue champlonship team
who was In a major league vietory, This
man la Fred Mitcholl,

Back In the early days of the Ameriean
League, when the young organization
Wwas astrugsling for its very existence
Fred Mitehell 4vua one of Connle Mack's
pitchors. That wus in 1002, the first year
that Connla won the flag, and the soc-
ond ssanon of the league, Thera was no
world's meries thnt year, hence this In
the first time that Fred has beon able
to get Into the sami room where the hig
dough-pudding s to be sliced ahd equally
divided. FRosides belng with Miek on i
winning club, Mitchell, having developed
into a catcher, wia ofic of the recelvers
on the victorlous Toronte clib in 17
In W11, Mitehell wan with the Rochester
elub, which won the Nag

Ensign Cottrell i= another member of
the Hraves' team who has some hehor
malde from being th thix yvear's Boston
elub. Enslgn has never been noted for
belng around when many pennants werse
unfurled, but he was with the White
Elephants Inet season—a part of the
time. Mack wave him severn! chances,
but he proved to be sueh a wild young
left-hander that Miack declded o turn
him over to Baltimore, After sojourning
with Jack Dunn s while, ha was taken
up In due course of time by George Stafl-
ingn, and will now be pitted, theoretically
only, againet the men with whom he
trained and travelod last peason.

Stallings himeself has besn with moare
pennant winners than wny of his plavers,
In 1888, whon some of his voung plnvers
And not sexn the Hzht of das, to <2y noth-
ing of the heane of Boston, Stallings was
with the Stockton team, of the California
Btate League, which won the bunting that
¥ear. The following yvear he switched to
Oakland and the flag alsp switched,

In 181 George moved along the coast
until he arrived at San Joge. Thers he
remnined for two winning years, 1801 and
1802, The next yoar he made u lone jour-
ney ‘cross country, mand finnlly. In 18M,
he was with the champlon Buffale club,
The next season he went South and for-
tune followed him to Nashville, Tenn.,
where another flag wax ralsed, Tn 1594
he went to Buffale and was with that
club when they won that year, From
then until 1814 Stallings has hesn unsuce
essxful ns a winper, hut his perfarmance
this year In bringing the joke club of the
leaue to the top In the greatest race aver
seen In any league has made up for his
yYears of varving fortune,
